FRUITAGE OF THE VINE- 


Los Angeles and Her Grape Crop—A 
Prosperous Section, 
From the San Francisco Call, Aug. 24.) 
All things considered, there is not 
probably a locality in the United States 
more prosperous to-day, and with a 
more assured future of prosperity than 
Los Angeles. Sudden prosperity often 
comes to a locality through the open 
ing of riilroads or some other means 
of forming a new channel for -com- 
merce, but that now dawning upon 
Los Angeles is based on qualities of 
soil and climate peculiar to itself. 
That county has succeeded in estab- 
lishing the fact that it is a wine-pro- 
ducing region equal to any in France, 
Germany, Spain or Portugal. This 
fact established, it may proceed to de- 
velop its rare and abundant resources 
with an absolute certainty that there 
will always bea market for its pro- 
ducts. Wine is a product which can 
be obtained only from exceptional por- 
tions of the earth’s surface. Roots 
and sume kinds of graiu can be ob- 
tained almost anywhere in the temper- 
ate zone, but wine only acquires its 
peculiar properties in favored locali- 
ues. Southern Europe owes much of 
its prosperity to the grape. There is 
no other product that makes _ so 
generous a return for the labor ex- 
pended. What the grape has 
done for France and other Euro- 
pean countries, it will do for Califor- 
nia. Los Angeles county has no mo- 
nopoly of vine lands, but us that is the 
county in which the cultivation of the 
grape has been the most systematically 
conducted, it is reaping the most sub- 
stantial ‘results. In one sense, Los 
Angeles means Southern California, as 
a dozen other counties are engaged in 
the same profitable Lusiness,- and are 
only alittle behind the leading county. 
Neither do we confine grape-growing 
to Southern California. Napa and 
Sonoma counties are almost as much 
the home cf the grape as Los Angeles. 
In fact, th re are very few connties in 
the State that would not be classed as 
wine-producing counties, if the rapid 
growth of the industry in Los Angeles 
and a few other counties had not justly 
given them distinction.

Livestock Notes. 
From the National Livestock Journal.] - 


SKIN PARASITES. 


One of the chief causes of animals 
becoming infested with lice is neglect 
of air wd sanitary arrangements. Un- 

ess and an impoverished state of 
the body are the causes-which engcn- 
der the propagation and development 
of those unwelcome little intruders ; 
herce, in order to eradicate them, it is 
absolutely necessary to give special at- 
tention to the laws which govern 


‘health. The pens where the young 


pigs are kept should be kept 
scrupulously clean, and the bedding 
should be destroyed, so as_ to 
leave no traces of the disease. A very 


- safe, and at the same time efficient, 


remedy tor the extermination of these 
filthy parasites is sulphur ointment; 
and in consideration of the youth of 
the patients, perhaps it may be well to 
give it a fair trial before using gnore 
potent drugs. Another very simple 
remedy is to give the pigs a thorough 
washing with soft soap ag warm 
water, and when they become dry to 
sprinkle their bodies with hard-wood 
ashes. Whatever treatment is adopted, 
the frequent use of soap and water, 
with cleanliness and proper diet, is ab- 
 solutely necessary. 


OVERLOADING COWS’ STOMACHS. 


When cows are changed from scanty 
to flush, feed, it often happens that the 
benefit of the more liberal supply is 
neutralized for some time by allowing 
them to gorge themselves to the 
extent of unco mfortable fullness. An 
-excessive distension of the stomach 
produces inflammatory action and im- 
pedes digestion, and tends to diminish 
the flow of milk, and to impair its 
quality. Overloading a cow’s stomach 
invariably gives a strong and disagree- 
able animal odor to her milk, that 
injures it for butter or for cheese mak- 
ing, and also its healthfulness for food. 
Such an overloading is always indi- 
cative of a double loss—a loss from 
fuiling to utilize as fully as might be 
the flush feed, and a previous loss from 
a supply of food insufficient to enable 
the cows to give as much milk as they 
are capablewf giving. When cowsare 
fed with a liberality that, develops a 
full flow of milk, they will not over- 
load with a fvod so little concentrated 
as green grass. The fact that they do 
overload is an evidence that their pre- 
vious food was too scanty for profit, 
and, consequently, that loss has been | 
endured on account of it. But when 
such a course of feeding has existed, 
and a change is to be made toa better 
one, loss from over-eating may be pre- 
vented by admitting the herd gradually 
to the new feed, and supplying them 
with all the salt and water they desire. 
The increase in the new ration should 
never be soa grcat as to change the 
flavor of the milk. 


Agricultural Economies. 
N. Y. Tribune.] 

The profit of the future is to come 
in avoidance of waste of the farm. As 
the country grows older, land dearer, 
and immigration heavier, competition 
waxes fiercer in all agricultural pro- 
duction. A ruinous share of the hay 
is lost, first in cutting when ripened to 
woodiness or dried to hardened stems; 
then in giving it out to sustain life 


~ and animal heat rather: than for fat 


and flesh. Cornis also thrown away 
by insufficient or injudicious feeding. 

There is enormous loss in keeping a 
poor cow that yields three hundred 
gallons of milk per annum, instead of 
one that produces six hundred at about 
the same cost. One may bring the 
owner iu debt, while the other affords 
a handsome profit on expense of keep. 

A cow that gives milk only from April 
to November, and runs dry whea for- 
age is costly and milk is dear, should 
have a few. months’ extra feeding and 
38° to the butcher as soon as possible. 

* * The loss in milk and meat 
by irregular feeding and a change 
from fresh pastures to a straw-stack 
and coarse hay during an inclement 
season is an irreparable waste which 
is projected into the succeeding sum- 
mer without regard to the abundance 
of its pastures. 

The losses from negligence, or want 
of skill in the preparation for market, 
the manipulation or manufacture from 
raw material, is enormous. Milk of 
the same quality, of the same cost, 
makes butter at fifteen cents and half 
adollar per pound. Mixed fruits sell 
in market at halt the value of assorted 
samples neatly put up. The pig pro- 
ducts of a famous Massachusetts farm 
are disposed of in New York city at 
twenty-three cents per pound, while 
similar goods from the average farm 
command but thirteen cents. Skill, 
taste, neatness and a well-earned repu- 
tation for reliable excellence get the 
Aighest awards— give better dividends 
than the ca a and lubor represented 
in the product on which they are ex- 
sence There is solid money in these 

tangible valuables. But the wastes 
that may be avoided are numerous in 
every department of agricultural prac- 


_.tice, and cannot be hinted at in a par- 


ph. They are illustrated in the 
differing costs and selling prices of the 
products of adjoining farms in every 
neighborhood of the land.
